IT WAS EXPLAINED TO A LOW- 


ILL AUDIENCE. 


INVESTIGATION 


Councilman Noble Faced 


His Accusers Last 


Night. 


It Possesses Many Good Qualities aud ita 


Advocates Claim it \V ill Take the Saloon 
Out ol Politics. 


While there was plenty of enthusiasm, 


the audience was not a large one, which 
gathered in fluntington hall last night, to 
listen to an explanation of the Norwegian 
system of controlling the liquor traffic. 


Rev. C. W. Huntington called to order, 


and Hon. George A. Harden presided. 


John Graham Brooks spoke first, telling 


in an easy, comprehensive manner the 
method of controlling the liquor traffic in 
Scandinavia. 


Over there the saloon question is practi 


cally solved in a practical way. The move- 
ment began in Norway in 1855, and 
years later a bill -was passed' to take the 
money-making power from the 
tiaffic. 


The company was formed and in Gotlen- 
bnrg 
tlie 
system first used. Saloons 


were decreased" one half, likewise hours oJ 
business, no loafing permitted, and war- 
fare waged against adulterated liquors. 
The saloon was thus taken from politics, 
the ataouut of drunkenness decreased, anc 
the consumption of liquor reduced two- 
thirds. 


The traffic is now controlled by public 


spirited men and the profits are turned into 
the school fund, thereby becoming a pub- 
lic benefit rather than a road to wealth to 
a. few unscrupulous men. 


The speaker emphasized the fact that if 


the saloon is robbed of its allurements, and 
governed by rules in the interest of so- 
briety, such as four hours must elapse be 
tween drinks, it will gradually be removed 
from public life. 


long Time Between Drinks. 


The chairman facetiously remarked that 


the governors of Horth and South Caro- 
lina would agree that ''it was a ions; time 
between drinks" if the bill was in force, 
and they had to wait four hours for a re- 
turn drink. 


Father of the BUI. 


John G. Thorp of Cambridge was in- 


troduced as the father of the ^Norwegian 
bill, so called,because of its success in Kor- 
way. It was originated in the old Bay 
slate. He explained the bill. It is intend- 
ed as a local option scheme. 
A city can 


vcte yes or no on the question of its adop- 
tion. It can be introduced, first, if any 
city or town in the commonwealth has 
voted "Yfis" for two years in succession 
(and thus appears determined on license); 
and if (2) as many voters as 1 per cent, of 
tlie number voting at the last election, 
which w.ould mean about 130 in this city, 
so petition; and if (3} a $5000 bond, with 
ttve reputable sureties, be filed to organize 
a suitaole company, with indemnity for fail- 
ure iu doing so,—there may be placed on 
the ballot, after the ''Yes" and ".No" ques- 
tion on granting licenses, this additional 
question: "If licenses for the sale of intox- 
icating liquors are granted in this city (or 
town), shall they be granted under the 
Norwegian system? If the city or town 
vote "Yes" on the license question and 
"Yes" on this question the system may be 
there introduced. 


Petitions for a Tote on this question 


would not be signed by liquor men or their 
friends. There can be but one liqaor com- 
pany in a city or town, and the liquor men 
wouldn't, want it if they could get it, as 
but 4 per cent, is allowed on the capital 
invested, and the bartenders and all con- 
cerned would receive merely a moderate 
salary. 


The committee to decide which of the 


com moles applying should have the license 
would be the mayor, city treasurer and 
chairman of the board of assessors. 
The 


company that would conduct the business 
m the interest of sobriety and good order 
would be granted the privilege, j. state 
commission is to inspect all places and 
make reports. 


Alihonah the bill doesn't touch whole- 


salers, they are Indirectly affected. 
Only 


50 gallons or less ate to be sold at once. 
The profits of the liquor traffic are large, 
and as long as they have S cents profit out 
of a 10 cent drink there is an inducement 
to deal in it. Profits are to go to industrial 
training, reading rooms, etc. Many men 
go into saloon?, not for the purpose of 
drinking, but because they are the drink- 
ingmau's club and furnish him wiih light, 
warmth and sociability. In conclusion he 
said if Lowell had the bill the number of 
saloons would cut down one half. 


A Woman's Opinion. 


Mrs. Mary A. Hvermore made a very 


interesting address, in which she told of 
the practical workings of the bill. 
It 


minimizes the sale of liquor in town, and 
gradually eliminates the saloon power 
The W. C. T. U- does not yet support the 
bill because its members do not understand 
it; when they do the union w i l l be a unit 
for it. 
She urged her hearers not to an- 


taconize the Xorwpjian bill until they un 
demand it. 
Do not be too anxious to cet 


rid of the saloon as a whole; the movement 
must bo ciadnal to be effective. 


bamnel B. Capen spoke in favor of the 


bill in tlie interests of aood politic', good 
'oiiHnei? and «noil i elision. 


t Kev. C. TV. Hnntinston offered resolu- 
tions in favor of the bill, which were 
adopted. 


The closing speaker was Rev. George 


Batchelor v,lm beeves i-i ihe bill because 
it stiikes at the root of the saloon evil.

Councilmcn KH tredge and Hills Were In 


it and Alderix as J.o»ejoy Who Declines 
to Testify at Present Appeared to be 
the Engineer—Chief Doris Knew Some- 
thing About It, and Marked Bills figured 
iu tlie Hearing—Lawyer Burke Subjects 
the Witnesses to Considerable Scrutiny.

In it figured prominently Lovejoy, KH-

John C. Burke appeared for ilr Noble. 
eorge F. Lawton and Larkin T. Trull for 


ECittredge and the republican city commit- 
tee, and City Solicitor Hogan for the com 
mittee. 


Councilman O'Connor made an excellent 


^residing officer and several times callec 
down Mr. Lawton for unnecoessary inter- 
•uptions. The chairman evidently knew 
iis business and no one could tell hiff 
wbat to do. 


Mr. Burke's examination of witnesses 


was very searching and his cool, collectei 
manner won favor with the spectators who 
several times applauded his egorts unti 
Chairman O'Connor was compelled to ra] 
for Older. And they did not mind thi 
either, for they still continued to give evi 
dence of their approval of Mr. Burke anc 
bis tactics. The further the hearing went 
the more searching did Mr. Burke's ques 
tioning become.and the climax was reachec 
when he took hold of Mr. Kittredge and si 
confused him that on wo 
occasions hi 


stood motionless, his face a perfect study 
and he unable to answer the query .of in 
attorney. It was the opinion of all that 
Mr. Bnrke had a great night of it. 


Snpt. frowlcy Speaks. 


Chairman O'Connor called the hearin 


to order and called upon Supt. Crowley ti 
testify. 


Mr. Trull wanted to make a motion t 


have the case conducted by counsel, but 
Mr. Crowley bad been called and was 
allowed to proceed. He said McElroy 
worked for him, and was put on First 
street extension at the request of Council- 
man Xoble. Councilman Kittredge never 
asked him to put McElroy to work. 


At this point Air. Trull renewed bis 


motion to have counsel conduct the hear- 
ing. 


Councilman Barclay thought the c§m- 


mittee was capable of conducting the hear- 
ing and esamining witnesses. 


George F. Lawton said he appeared for 


persons who came to make an accusation 
and stand read) to prove it. It is custom- 
ary in cases of this kind to have each side 
represented by counsel. 


I/ovejoy Refuses. 


Chairman O'Connor called upon Alder- 


man Lovejoy to testify but the latter re- 
plied '•! represent the tail end of this hear- 
ing and for that reason I believe I should 
be called upon at the tail end of the hear- 
ing." 


Chairman O'Connor replied that so far 


the committee had a weak case to work 
upon and as Lovejoy has been connected 
with the charges made, from the start, it 
was in order for him to testify. 


Councilman Tryder moved that counsel 


be allowed to conduct the hearing. 


Mr. Burke suggested that the committee 


conduct its own hearing and not allow 
counsel on the other side to call witnesses 
as they pleased. 


Councilman Barclay moved as an amend- 


ment that the committee conduct its own 
hearing. The amendment passed and the 
spectators applauded.

Lovejoy Again Kefnses, 


Chairman O'Connor made a second at-

Hurke Takes a Band.

over at First street, but cannot say what 
was said. 


"Kittredge and I suspected Noble of tak- 


ing money. One day when I was coming 
out of the Carpet a number of men ncre 
standing at the corner of Market aud Cen- 
tral streets, and one said: 


'Charlie Noble is a good fellow, hot 


you must grease his fist.' Never told men 
on First street that Kittredge was going to 
put me lo uork if he got the contract for 
building an arch bridge on tlie railroad. 


HoElroy'» Cousin's Story. 


Adam McElroy was the next witness. 


He is a first cousin to William. "Was 
with William when he first offered Noble 
§5 and the latter refused it, saying: 'Wait 
till I do the business first.' Went with 
William to Noble's house when the money 
was paid, and. saw their hands come to- 
gether, but could not. 
state positively 


whether money was banded Noble or 
not." 


Cross-examined by Mr. Burke he said: 


"I knew William was going to offer Noble 
85, but I did not see Noble take it. When 
William came out he told me that Noble 
took it. I did not get work." 


Councilman Custy moved that the com- 


mittee retire and decide who shall be tbe 
next witness. The motion was defeated.

away by the river, whose current is like a 
mill race. 


The water is about 15 feet from the rail- 


way bridge, and the current is no strong 
that no boatman will venture out It la 
impossible to say at present where this 
catastrophe will end, as thn village is in 
imminent danger.

Siv- 
euty-two dwell •ng houses, including th« 
homes of all the prominent merchants 
and piofessional men, were burued, and 
hundreds of people wer« forced to flee 
from houses, leaving everything to tu«

8th ult. The correspondence itself is very 
voluminous, covering about 10,000 pages, 
and is in itself of little interest, save from 
an historical view. But in submitting it 
to the president. Secretary Gresham has 
taken the opportunity to set out at length 
his conclusions as to the working* ot the 
tripartite agrfceuitat. 


This letter ot the secretary's is certain. 


to tak_* au important place as a state pa- 
per, snd to give rise to much discussion 
tnd controversy. 
He Rives 
an his- 


torical review 01 our relations to the isl- 
ands in order to exhibit our policy. This 
he regards as especially important, since, 
he says, in the case of Samoa, the United 
States, for th» first time, departed from 
Its traditional policy of avoiding en- 
tangling allmuces with remote lands, and 
the wisdom of that departure must be 
tested t y its fruits. 


The secretary then reverts to the ex- 


pi' its iu Samoa of the notorious Stein- 
berger. 20 years ago, and step by step 
brings the history down to the present 
time, .showing how the United States had 
repeatedly re, used to establish a protecto- 
rate, ami bow it had repudiated the 
action of some of onr consular officers in 
that direction 
Hi- surest* that the first 


treaty with Samoa in 1878 w.is incited, by 
our local representatives, aud that it was 
entered into on our part rather from 
amiability than oa account of concera in 
Suuioa. 


Coming down to the time of the loss 


of the American fleet ut Apia the secre- 
tary says in this history of 


Oar Eolations to Samoa: 


•'Fraught with so much peril to our 


safety and prosperity, we look in vain for 
any compensating advantage. So far as 
the departure from our early *nd, con- 
servative policy had produced any appre- 
ciable result, it hud bean one of unmit- 
igated disadvantage." 


The secretary further declares that we 


failed to help the natives and promoted 
no interest of our own. Our trade was 
Insignificant, as is shown by th^flgures. 
Then Secretary Gresham describes the 
present form of government of Samoa 
and declares that the so-calied autono- 
mous government is really a tripartite 
foreign government imposed upon the 
natives. He points out the grave diffi- 
culties it is now experiencing, and, iu con- 
clusion asks: 


"What have we gained by our depart- 


nre from our established policy beyond 
the expenses, the responsibilities and tbe 
entanglempnts that ao far have been its 
only fruits?1' and further holds that the 
treaty of Berlin has "not only involved 
us in an entangling alliance, but has ut- 
terly failed to correct, if, indeed, it has not 
aggravated, the very evils it was designed, 
to prevent.1'

were decreased" one half, likewise hours of 
business, ao loafing permitted, and war- 
fare waged against adulterated liquors. 
1 he saloon was thus taken from polities, 
tlie aiaouul of drunkenness decreased, and 
the consumption of liquor reduced two- 
thirds. 


The traffic is now controlled by public 


spirited men and the profits -are turned into 
the school fund, thereby becoming a pub- 
lic benefit rather than a road to wealth to 
a few unscrupulous men.
